the House bill was pending in the Sen- 
ate the writer. as State Legislative rep- 
resentative of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen of Missour!. appealed to 
Senator Williams of our State to vote 
for the bill as passed by the House. On 
May 11. 1926, he voted for an amend- 
ment that. if adopted, would have 
stroyed the purpose of the bill, as fol- 
lews: Giving the Interstate Commerce 
Commission authority to definitely sus- 
pend railway wage agreements. This 
eafmmendment was a joker and it was over- 
whelmingly defeated. Senator Williams 
then voted against the bill that had 
paseed the House as agreed upon and 
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Railway Executives and the labor Or- 
ganization. 

Considering Senator Williams’ vote on 
this important measure how about the 
slogan, “Vote for your friends and defeat 
your enemies,” If this slogan still holds 
good and is carried out in the best of 
faith, it ought to mean Harry BR. Hawes 
for Senator from Missouri by a tremend- 
ous majority.
